It 
would however be dangerously 
optimistic to take for granted 
that it will achieve its purpose. 
It takes two to make peace, But. 
at least the risk of a general 
conflict through a mutual mis. 
understanding of motives should 
be materially decreased. 

This was statesmanship’s first 
task, but not its only one, for 
even the creation of an effec: 
tive deterrent against ageres- 
sion affords no lasting solution 
of our ills. ; ; 

Other problems remain, and 
though to warn a would-be ag- 
yressor.in terms of unmistak- 
able action is an. essential pre- 
liminary to any curative process, 
it is no more than this: The 
fundamental evils of the present 
international situation persist.

ATRED of war is a potent 
force in any civilised com- 
munity, but not so fear of. war. 
If this distinction be clearly un- 
derstood, the British  willing- 
ness to make « contribution, and 
n generous one, in a world which 
has accepted a limitation of 
armaments and the rule of law, 
should be seen in its true pers- 
pective. 

Such a contribution © could 
take many forms, for varied 
world conditions can soon: modi- 
fy values.

But if, for 
instance, the terms of the 
Briand-Kellogg Pact were to

A good portion of the funds re- 
quired for the erection of the 
camp, the “Sunday Herald” 
learns, has been donated by the 
Central Relief Committee of the 
Chinese Government, through the 
good offices of Dr. H, H. Kung 
and Mr. Hey Shi-ying. 

The actual donation which the 
Chinese Government hus already 
placed at the disposal of — the 
scheme amounts to $200,000 
(Chinese National currency). 


GENEROUS GESTURE 


Besides helping to provide the 
interned soldiers with more asuit- 
able quarters, this generous KeH- 
ture on the part of the Chinese 
Government will go a long way to 
enabling over 1,000 homeless and 
destitute women and children to be 
given food, shelter and adequate 
medical care in the Matauchung 
Camp. 

At the moment, the Matauchung 
Camp is in two sections,’ one part 
of it being devoted to refugees and 
the other part to the interned sol- 
diors. When the soldiers are mov- 
ed out, it is estimated that they 
will make room for at Teast 1,000 
women and children who aro at 
the moment without proper care 
and attention.

A direct hit was scored on a 
ricksha shop, scattering ricksha 
wheels all over the street. 

By a strange coincidence many 
bombs landed in arens where the 
Chinese authorities at present are 
tearing down houses to make fire 
lanca. 

FIRES CONTROLLED

INCE the occupation of Al- 
bania, Greece—the key poui- 
tlon of the Mediterranean Italy 
and the British Empiro of the 
Krast—feols 
threatened by the boundless np- 
petite of Fasclat expansion. 

If these fears were- to prove 
founded, they might well be tho 
starting-point of an international 
conflict, the Issue of which would 
doubtless resolve a very old 
problem—a question which has re- 
turned to the foreground of inter- 
national preoccupations — since 
1936, namely, that of definitive 
supremacy in the East. 


For Italy, a country: poor in raw 
materials and foodstuffs, sea com- 
munications are of vital impor- 
tance, About 60% -of the italian 
imports come from regions beyond 
Gibraltar and Suez. Further, 
Italy's length of constline—6000 
miles—makes her particularly 
vulnerable to an attack from the 
sen. Hence Italy's traditional at- 
tltude of submission to the desires 
of Great Hritain. With {ts naval 
base pt Malta and the possibility 
of closely blocking the Itallan 
peninsula whilst attacking from 
the sea, the British flect had Italy 
virtually at Its mercy. 


Kut since the war, especially 
during the last few years of the 
Vascivt regime, Italy has become 
u strongly armed country, Her 
sea, land and air forces are ex- 
tremely powertul, And her geo-

What did this vague emotional 
phrase mean? It might mean a 
Jewish State, and this was the 
natal interpretation, until Mr 
Churchill rejected it in 1922. It 
might imply, and in its eontext it 
seemed to mean,'that the Jews 
would be assisted by “close settle: 
ment” to become a majorily of the 
population. 


If this was not contemplated, 
why was careful provision made 
in the Mandate for the rights 
of the Arabs, the sort of pro- 
vision usually made for a nino- 
rity? . 

But war will always make an 
ugly atmosphere for a great crea- 
tive policy. The plain fact is that 
the Allies wanted to buy the sup. 
port beth of the Arabs and of the 
Jews.

In the hubbub and uproar that 
strrround Mussolini and tend to 
make Victor Emmanuel the for- 
gotten king, the world is not per- 
mitted to forget that Sergeant 
Muassolini .shed blood for Italy 
during the war, but few now re- 
member that the little king, wear- 
ing a plain uniform without gold 
braid or decorations, was con- 
tantly at the front. There ho 
went among his soldiers—simple, 
modest, gracious and unaffect- 
ed, He did not loll in luxury at 
General Headquarters far behind 
the lines. He went. into the 
trenches, and there he wan badly 
wounded jn the hand, Far from 
exploiting this fact, he has al- 
ways tried to keep it a secret. His 
frail body shelters a strong will 
and u great deal of courage, 


The world hears a lot, too, of 
Munaolin?’s struggle with the 
Vutican for the separation | of 
Church and State, It hears Iittle 
of the King's struggle, Mussotini 
nt best renders Hp service to 
Catholicium. The king ts a devout 
Catholic, Nonetheless, he has - 
shown great courage In his rela- 
tions with the Vatican, refusing 
to acknowledge the temporal pow- 
er of the Pope. « 


The legend of Mussolini's over- 
whelming strength and of the 
king’s puniness continues to roll 
up, but like many legends it is 
only half true, if {It isn't com- 
pletely false. Take the Ethiopian 
war, Mussolini plotted it with 
General de Bono, who waa one 
of the enrly Fascists, and who, 
incidentally, was involved at one 
time in a plot against the throne. 
I say plotted it because the Gen- 
eral himself has told the story 
of the plotting in a book about 
the war, De Bono went to Africa, 
The war bogged down. It seemed 
likely to drag on for years and 
drag Italy down with it, Then UV 
Duée recalled De Bono and placed 
General Badoglio in supreme 
command.  Badoglio quickly 
finished the job, But he fs no 
Fascist. He has an immence de- 
votion to the King. He is a royal- 
ist and anti-Fascist. He is a sol- 
dier und a loyal subject—not of 
Mussolini, but of Victor Emman- 
uel. And for that reason I] Duce 
did not at first send him to 
Africa, At this difficult time in 
Italian history, with the Army 

stymied in Africa and the British 
fleet concentrated in the Medi- 
terrancan, Badoglio, and the king 
might have made trouble for 
Musaolini and Fascism, Instead ¢ 
they saved Italy. Bome day, Vic-

TO OBTAIN AS 
-WHISKY-SODA | 


(Special to “ Sunday Herald ”) 


Contraband opium is just as easy to obtain in 


Hong Kong as a beer or whiskey-soda is at 
any of the big hotels — and very much cheap- 
er. Heroin, or “red pills,” is even cheaper, 
while cocaine—the “snow” of gangster fic- 
tion—is also inexpensive, although it is hard- 
er to get, a representative of the “Sunday 
Herald” discovered during a “conducted 
tour” of drug-dens during the week. 


Hong Kong’s drug-taking population is probably 


no larger than that of any other Oriental 
city. It falls far short of Shanghai, both in 
the old days . (i.e. pre-August, 1987) when 
opium was sold-more or less freely in the 
Chinese-controlled areas, and to-day, when 
opium-dens and heroin-dens are popping up 
right and left in the Japanese controlled 


areas. 

The Spectal Service Section of 
the Japanese Army, one of whose 
professed aims is to follow on the 
heols of the army and “pacify” the 
people, practically puys for itself 
in opium and heroin profits cach 
month, :
